Challenge To Hollywood Film Makers 


EDITOR'S NOTE—For some weeks the SIERRA 
NIADRE NEWS has been bringing seriaUy "SONG OF 
SIBERIA," a taunt, gripping and graphic story ol the 
Budapest patriots and of how a "Song ol Freedom" one 
wrote nroved a boomerang to the Conunrmists. "Song 
of Siberia" is the work ol Den and iMartha Murray, 
Sierra Madre residents, the former once a Hollywood 
script writer. 

To date, no maior Hollywood studio has produced 
an out-and-out commentary or fiction story openly 
criticizing or condemning the Soviet Russian Commu¬ 
nist regime. It has made numerous anti-Nazi and anti- 
Fasclst films but none that is ontl-Communist In fact 
the saying is you cannot sell such a script in Hollywood. 

Buttressing up the fact that the times now demand 
such an anti-Communist movie, the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS here prints an editorial and also a recent article 
by the long-time champion of the movie colony, Louella 
O. Parsons, which is self-explanatory.

But as much as I hate to 
say it, Hollywood has been 
feeding propaganda to the 
Soviets in too many pictures 
made here — pictures which 
distort our American way of 
life into evil, careless mor¬ 
als, violence, perversion, 
frustration and other irrep¬ 
arable exaggerations. 

JUST A FEW DAYS ago a 

motion picture fan, and a 
reader of my columns, sent 
me a copy of a searching 
indictment of American 
films by writer-traveler Nor¬ 
man Cousins, who states 
some bold and unflattering 
facts in a story titled ‘Little 
Good Will in U.S. B'ilms.' 

•. He begins by staling he 
has just returned from a 
trip to European countries 
where he paid his way into 
movie theaters for the ex¬ 
press purpose of personality 
observing the reactions of 
foreigners to the American 
movie product. Take heed of 
his words; 

‘Unfortunately for us — 
American movies enjoy enor- 
jmous financial popularity. 
People of most lands queue 
up to see them. Once inside 
the reaction is frightening— 
to an American. 

‘They jeer, they laugh, 
they poke fun where no com¬ 
edy is Intended. They scoff 
at the simple wholesome 
moments — yet thoroughly 
believe all the distortions 
painting Americans as cock¬ 
tail swilling, law-breaking, 
drunken, brawling, speed 
crazy and degenerate.

As a result of the legis¬ 
lative attitude, the univer¬ 
sity can expect some troubles 
with its annual budget when 
this item comes before the 
Legislature. The institution 
is asking for $180 million in 
operating expenses, $13 mil¬ 
lion more than last year, 
and $48 million for capital 
outlay, about $2 million less 
than last year. 

As the larger part of this 
request would come from 
general fund taxes, the 
state’s legislators feel they 
should have some control 
over the policies and activi¬ 
ties of the university. In ac¬ 
cord with the Constitution, 
however, this feeling is 
somewhat debatable. How¬ 
ever, in the final analysis, 
it is the man with the mon¬ 
eybags who usually dictates 
what shouid or should not 
be done. 

SO EVEN though the Board 
of Regents is in charge of 
university policies and theo¬ 
retically can fix those poli¬ 
cies as it pleases, the Ixjgis- 
lature can to some extent 
control the expenditures of 
money by deleting some of 
the items in the budget. 
Thus, controversy between 
the university, no matter 
what segment, could result 
in a controversy on the 
budget. 

As nothing on the contro¬ 
versy is before the Assembly 
at present, it probably never
